His pretensions to divinity, how con- 
ducted #5. At his return from Egypt to Penicig, we celebrates 
games in honour of the gods 206. Darius proposes conditions of 
peace to Alexander ; but Alexander insists on his absolute sub- 
mission 207. The wife of Darius dies; and Alexander, though on 
his march, returns and buries her with great magnificence 208. 
Tireus, one of Darius’s eunuchs, flies to his master with the news 
ὁ, The important and affecting discourse that passed between 
them ἐδ. 209. Darius prays, that of the period of the Persian glory 
was arrived, none but Alexander might sit on the throne of Cy- 
prusid. Alexander, having subdued all on this side the Euphra- 
tes, begins his march against Darius, who had taken the field 
with a million of men ἐδ.

His attention 
to his friends, and the obliging letters he wrote to them 26. 223. 
He paid the strictest regard to justice in the first year of his 
reign, and executed it with great moderation ; but afterwards be- 
‘ comes inflexibly severe, and listens too much to informers 224. 
On intelligence that Bessus had seized the person of Darius, he 
dismisses the Thessalians with rich presents id. Makes an expe- 
ditious march, to get that prince into his hands 26. Distressed 
with thirst, but refuses to drink while so many others wanted - 
water ἐδ. 225. Darius is found extended on his chariot, and pier- 
ced with many darts 225. A Macedonian gives him some water tr 
quench his thirst ἐδ. That noble-minded but unfortunate prince’s - 
last words ἐδ. Alexander covers the body with his own robe ἐδ.

Disgraces his jollity and freedom with the most 
savage cruelty and extortion 73. His real character more de- 
veloped ib, Cleopatra comes into Cicilia, to answer a charge 
laid against her, and Antony falls into her snares 74. She sails 
along the Cydnus in the character of Venus 75. Their mutual 
invitations 76. Her address and versatility ib.. She sings ad- 
mirably, and speaks most languages ib. While Fulvia is sup- 
porting the interests of Antony at Rome, he is revelling with 

leopatra at Alexandria ib. Antony’s son makes a magnificent 
present to Philotas the physician 77. Cleopatra attends him in 
his night rambles in the habit of a slave 78. His fishing story ib. 
He receives disagreeable news from different quarters 85. He 
awakes from his intoxication, marches to Phoenicia, and thence 
sails to Italy ib. Fulvia dies at Sicyon ib. This event opens a 
way for reconciliation between him and Cesar ib. ‘The triumvi- 
rate settle their respective claims and powers ib. Cesar gives his

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the dictator ib. The star of Octavius’s fortune superior to that 
of Antony ib. Antony leaves Italy, and takes Octavia with him 
into Greece 82. Celebrates gymnastic games at Athens, on news 


. that Ventidius was successful against the Parthians ib: Ventidius 
' engages Pacorus, son of the king of Parthia, in Syria, and kills 


him ib He brings Antiochus, the son of Commagene to terms 


ib. Antony as well as Octavius, more successful by their lieu-

tenants than where they acted in person 85. Upon some disa- 
eeable news concerning Cesar’s designs, Antony sails with 
hree hundred ships for Italy ib. Octavia interposes and recon- 
ciles themib, Cesar goes to war with Pompey for the recovery 
of Sicily; and Antony leaving his wife and children in the care: 
of Cesar, sets out for Asia 84, On his arrival there he sends for 
Cleopatra ib. He gives her several considerable provinces ib. 
Gives the surnames of the Sun and Moon to the twins he had by 
her ib. Phraates slays his father Orodes ; upon which many of 
the Parthian chiefs fly to Antony ib. He gives Moneses three 
cities ib, Reviews his army in Armenia, which consists of a hun- 
dred thousand men ib. His attachment to Cleopatra precipitates 
his measures ib. He lays siege to Phraata without his battering 
engines 85. Phraates falls upon Tatianus, who was conducting 
the engines, kills ten thousand of his men and destroys the en- 
fines ib, Artavasdes, king of Armenia withdraws m despair 86. 
Antony attempts to bring the Parthians to a pitched battle, but , 
does ποῖ succeed ib. The Parthians galt tlre Romans in their re- 


- turn to their camp ib. Antony finds that his troops had fled in 
. his absenee from before Phraata, and punishes them with deéci- 
‘mation ib. Phraates pretends to come to terms with Antony, 


Antony 
designs to take his route through an open country, but is advised 
by a certain Mardian to take the safer road of the mountains 85. 
The Parthians make their appearance the third day and attack 
the Romans 87. Antony, after this, marches in so judicious 4 


‘form, that the eiemy can make little impression, and think 


of retiring ib. Flavius Gallus proposes to perform some consider-

: enemy oft 88. The great affection of the troops for Antony ib. 


His address to the army on that occasion 89. The Romans, when 
attacked again, assume the form of a pent-house ib. Famine 
prevails among them ib. They eat an herb which brings on 
madness and death ib. Antony often cries out, ‘O the ten thou- 
sand! ib,- Mithridates, cousin to Moneses, comes in the night 
and warns Antony not to descend into the plain 91. The Par- 


‘thians, contrary to custom, pursue him in the night 92. The 


Romans have to contend with thirst and with the Parthians at the 
same time ib. They come up to ariver whose water is acrimoni4 
ous, and drink of it too freely ib. The Mardian acquaints them that 
there is another river at no great distance, whose water is swect 
and salubrious ib. Mithridutes comes again and advises the 
Romans to hasten to that river; because it would terminate the 
pursuit 93. Antony accordingly moves on; but a strange disor- 
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δὲν happens in his army, and his tent is plundered ib. The Ro- 
mans pass the last mentioned river in peace 94. Six days after 
this, they reach the Araxes, and when they have passed it, 
kiss the ground in Armenia with great avidity ib. The new 
plenty throws-them into the dropsy and the cholic ib. Am‘ony 
does not chastise Artavasdes, who had deserted him, at present, 
but seizes him afterwards and leads him in triumph imto Alex- 
andria 95. Antony, who had lost twenty-four thousand men 
already in his retreat, loses eight thousand more through the se- 
verity of the weather ib. Waits for Cleopatra at a fort between 
Berytus and Sidon ib. The Parthians and the Medes quarrel 
alout the Roman spoils, and the Mede offers his assistance to 
Antony ib. Octavia expresses her desire to visit Antony ; and 
Cesar gives her his leave, in hopes that some évent would lead to 
a quarrel 96. She is commanded by Antony to stop at Athens, 
but sends, however, Niger to him with an account of the many 
valuable presents she had brought him ib. Cleopatra affects to 
be dying for the love of Antony ib, He returns to Egypt, and puts 
off the Median expedition till summer ib. Betroths one of Cleo- 
patra’s sons to a daughter of the Mede 97. Cesar appears to be, 
and indeed the Romans in general are, offended at his negiec: of 
Octavia, and his disposing of kingdoms in favour of the children 
ef Cleopatra ib. Cesar accuses him in the senate 98. Antony re- 
criminates ib. Cesar replies ib. Antony serids Canidius to the 
sea-coast with sixteen legions ib. Goes to Ephesus attended by 
Cleopatra ib. Assembles a fleet of eight hundred ships, two hun- 
dred of which were supplied by Cleopatra ib. Cleopatra jealaus 
of the mediation of Octavia, bribes Canidius to persuade Antony 
to permit her to attend him in the war 99. They spend their 
time in all manner of revelry at Samos ib. Visits Athens, where 
Cleopatra endeavours to surpass Octavia in her favours to the 
peaple ib. 100. He sends some ofhis people to turn Octavia out 


οὐ his house at Rome ib. Antony, instead of attacking Cesar im- 


mediately, gives him time to prepare himself ib. Titius and 
Plancus are ill used by Cleopatra for opposing her stay in.the 
army, and they go over to Cesar 1b. Cesar takes Antony’s, will 
from the vestals, and reads it to the senate ib. 101. Antony’s 
friends, and Geminius in particular, point out to him his true in- 
terest, but they are driven away by the creatures of Cleopatra ib, 
102 Cesar declares war against Cleopatra ib, Prodigies an- 
nouncing the event of the war 103. An account of their respec- 
tive forces ib Antony, notwithstanding his strength at land, is 
persuaded by Cleopatra to decide the dispute at sea 104. Cir- 
cumstances previous to the battle of Actium ib. Domitius, 
Amyntas and Deiotarus go over to Cesar 105. Canidius gives 
Antony salutary counsel ; but the fascinations of Cleopatra pre. 
vent his listening to it ib. Anold soldier remonstrates against a 
seafight 106, Cesar has omens of victory 107 The battle de- 
scribed ib. Cleopatra flies before the battle is lost, and Antony 
is infatuated enough to follow her 108. He enters Cleopatra’s 
galley, and sits three days in sombrous silence ib Has intelli- 
gence that his army is safe in Macedonia, but instead of going to - 
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it, sends orders to Canidius to conduct it into Asia 109. Divides 
a ship-load of treasure among his friends, and dismisses them 
ib. The gallant resistance which his fleet made after he de- 
serted it ib. His land forces remain embodied seven days, and 
do not surrender to Cesar till their officers desert them 110. 
Cesar relieves the cities of Greece, which had been much oppress- 
ed ib. Antony lands in Libya, and sends Cleopatra into Egypt 
ib. Retires into a desert with only two attendants ib. The com- 
mander of his troops in Libya revolts; Antony attempts to kill 
himself 109. Is prevented by his friends, and conveyed to Alex- 
andria ib. Finds Cleopatra engaged im an attempt to draw 
her ships over the Isthmus into the Red Sea, and with all her 
wealth and forces to seek some remote country ib. But the first 
galleys that are carried over are burnt by the Arabians of Petra 
ib. Antony takes to a kind of Tifmonian retirement near Pharos 
ib. After he is informed that his army and all his allies had de- 
serted him, he abandons his hopes an@ his cares together, and 
returns to Alexandria 119. Cleopatra and he form the society 
of **the companions in death,” as they had before instituted that 
of “the inimitable livers,” 111. They pass their time in mutual 
treats and diversionsib. Cleopatra makes experiment of several 
poisons, and gives the preference to the asp ib. They send Eu- 
phronius, their children’s tutor, on an embassy to Cesar ib. 
Cesar encourages Cleopatra to hope every thing, provided that 
she gave up Antony; and amuses her with a pretence of love 
112. Antony causes Thryeus, Cesar’s freedman, to be whipped 
ib. Cleopatra redoubies her attentions to Antony ib. Cesar re- 
news the war, takes Pelusium, and advances to Alexandria ib. 
Antony makes a brisk sally and yepulses the enemy ib. Sends a 
challenge to Cesar, which is as much disregarded as one that he 
had sent formerly ib. A noise of departing Bachannals presages 
the fate of Antony 113. Antony designs to attack Cesar both by 
sea and land; but the fleet and cavalry desert him ib. His in- 
fantry are routed, and he exclaims that Cleopatra has betrayed 
him ib, The queen retires to her monument, and orders that 
Antony should be informed she is dead ib. He commands his 
servant Eros to despatch him, but Eros despatches himself 114. 
Plunges his sword into his bowels, but the stroke does not prove 
mortal, ib. Cleopatra sends for him, and she and her women 
draw him up into the monument Ὁ Their affecting meeting ib, 
Antony dies 115.

pia ib. Aratus opposes a war with Cleomenes as impolitic, but 
at last consents ib.

1118 saying to his mother on that 
occasjon {b. Piso and Catulus blame Cicero for sparing Cesar in 
the time of Cataline’s conspiracy 274, ‘The speech which Cesar 
made in the senate at that time, for a lighter punishment than 
death ib. In danger of being killed on that occasion as he goes 
out of the senate-house 275. During his pretorship, while the 
women are celebrating the mysteries of the bonua dea in his 
house, Ciodius concerts an intrigue with Pompeia 270.

Another dispute between Eumenes and 
Hephestion ib. Hephestion dies, and Eumenes exerts all his art 
to celebrate his memory ib. Upon the death of Alexander, ἃ 
dispute arises between the lite king’s friends and the phalanx ib- 
On the division of Alesarider’s donuinions, Cappadocia and Paph- 
lagonia are assigned to Fumenes ib. Leonatus and Antigonus are 
appointed to put him in possession ib. Antigonus despises the 
commission ib. Eumenes gets Léonatus’ secret from him as. to 
his designs on Macedonia, and flies with it to Perdiccas 11. Per- 
diccas establishes him.in Cappadocia ib. Rerdiccas is desirous 
that Eumenes should secure the adjoining province of Armenia 
against the practices of Neoptolemus 12. Eumenes raises and 
trains a body of cavalry to be a counterpoise against the Macedo- 
nian infantry ib. Craterus and Antipzter pass into Asia to hum- 
ble Perdiccas ib.

Pé@ucestas feasts the army, and hopes to 
be indulged with the command; but on the appearance of Anti- 
gonus and his troops they cali for Eumenes, though he was sick 
and carried in a litter (6. ‘Antigonus no sooner spies the litter 
mo-ing from rank to rank than he sounds a retreat 27. The Ma- 
cedonians again grow mutinous, and spread theinselves all over 
the province of Gabene 28. Antigonus marches against them ; 
but the cold is so intesse. that he is forced to light many fires, 
which discover his motions ἐδ. Eumenes undertakes to retard 
his march till the troops could be assembled, and affects it by a 
stratagem 29. The chiefs of the Argyrapides agree with other 
officers to make use of Eumenes in the ensuing battle, and after- 
wards to assassinate him 30.

Makes war upon 
the Amazon’, and receives Antiope as the reward of his 
valor ib. One of his compatiions, named Solon, falls in 
Jove with Antiope, and drowns himself iti consequence of 
his hopeless passion 114. Theseus calls the river after 
his name, and builds a city which he names Pythopolis ib.
